To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentleman, 

I beg  to  submit  the  forty-seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1954. 

Changes  i^n  Staff 

Dr.  D.  E.  Lawrence  who  had  been  connected  with  the  School  Health  Service  since  March,  1925,  and  the 
past  six  years  in  the  capacity  of  Principal  School  Medical  Officer,  retired  on  6th  December.  His  work  in  the 
School  Health  Service  over  such  a long  period  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

Miss  M.  P.  O’Connor,  Dental  Officer,  resigned  on  9th  September  to  take  up  another  appointment.  Miss 
B.  E.  E.  White  was  appointed  to  replace  Miss  O’Connor  and  commenced  on  1st  November. 

Miss  L.  M.  Davies,  Speech  Therapist,  resigned  on  31st  August  and  Mrs.  M.  E.  Harris  was  appointed  and 
commenced  on  1st  September. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  appointed  Miss  S.  Lonnon  as  Orthoptist  in  place  of  Miss  S.  M.  Potter 
who  resigned  on  20th  November  to  take  up  another  appointment.  Miss  Lonnon  will  commence  on  10th  January, 
1955. 


Meanwhile,  the  School  Health  Service  continues  to  function  satisfactorily  and  every  endeavour  is  made 
to  correlate  the  service  with  that  of  all  Practitioners  and  the  Specialist  Services  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

The  close  liason  which  has  developed  between  Dr.  T.  A.  Brand,  the  Paediatrician  of  the  Royal  Gwent 
Hospital,  and  the  School  Health  Service  has  been  of  great  value,  especially  in  the  cases  of  handicapped  pupils 
and  I especially  acknowledge  with  grateful  thanks  his  work  on  behalf  of  the  school  children.

FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 


General  Condition. 

Of  the  4, 1 6->  pupils  examined  at  the  routine  inspections,  3i  were  found  to  be  of  poor  general  condition. 

Uncleanliness. 

Regular  visits  were  paid  to  all  Primary  Schools  a.nd  Secondary  Schools  during  the  year,  the  average 
number  being  three  per  school. 

34.255  examinations  of  boys  and  girls  were  made  at  schools  a.nd  1,076  children  were  found  to  have  unclean 
heads.  226  bad  vermin  and  850  nits  only.  In  addition  493  follow  up  examinations  were  made  at  the  School  Clinic. 

Ihe  prevalence  of  Scabies  has  again  been  lowr,  only  14  cases  being  recorded. 

Minor  Ailments  and  Diseases  of  Skin. 

The  total  number  of  minor  ailments  and  diseases  of  the  skin  dealt  with  during  the  year  was  1,440.  These 
ivere  composed  of  the  following:  Minor  Ailments,  566;  Ringworm  of  Scalp,  0;  Ringworm  of  Body,  5;  Scabies, 
14;  Impetigo,  52;  other  Skin  Diseases,  803. 

By  arrangement  with  Dr.  Bernard  Thomas,  Dermatologist,  a.t  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital  all  cases  of  ring- 
yorm  of  scalp  brought  to  our  notice  are  referred  for  opinion  and  treatment  to  the  skin  department,  at  the  Hospital, 
iuch  cases  are  excluded  from  or  allowed  to  attend  school  at  the  discretion  of  the  Specialist  who  informs  the 
school  Clinic  as  cases  arise. 

Although  no  case  of  ringworm  of  scalp  was  seen  at  the  School  Clinic,  two  cases  of  school  pupils  were  re- 
)orted  by  Dr.  Thomas  to  have  attended  the  Hospital  for  this  condition  during  the  year. 

Visual  Defects  and  External  Eye  Diseases. 

1 here  were  1,762  cases  of  defective  vision,  421  of  wThom  had  squint.  537  of  the  total  were  found  during 
■outine  examinations  at  the  schools.  The  remainder  were  cases  referred  to  the  Clinic  or  followed  up  from  previous 

rears. 


Arrangements  were  ma.de  for  a School  Nurse  to  examine  at  schools,  children  of  age  8 — 9 years  for  defec- 
ive  vision.  During  the  year  11  schools  were  visited  and  595  children  were  examined,  and  it  was  found  necessary 
o refer  32  children  to  the  School  Clinic  for  examination  by  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon. 

There  were  218  cases  of  external  eye  diseases.  These  were  made  up  as  follows:  Blepharitis,  44;  Conjuncti- 
vitis, 78;  Keratitis,  — ; Corneal  Opacities, — ; other  Eye  Conditions,  96. 

lose  and  Throat  Defects. 

The  total  number  of  defects  of  Nose  and  Throa.t  dealt  with  was  1,928.  There  were  244  cases  of  Chronic 
tonsillitis  only,  4 of  Adenoids  only.  1,229  of  Chronic  Tonsillitis  and  Adenoids,  and  451  other  conditions. 

ar  Diseases  and  Defective  Hearing. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  ear  disease  and  defective  hearing  dealt  with  was  782.  These  comprised  295 
uses  of  defective  hearing,  163  of  Otitis  Media,  and  324  other  conditions. 
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Dental  Defects. 

Forty-one  Schools  involving  47  departments  were  visited  during  the  year  by  the  Dentists  for  Inspection 
purposes. 

13,303  routine  cases  and  3,510  special  were  examined;  12,055  of  these  were  found  to  require  treatment. 
Sixty-nine  half-days  were  devoted  to  inspection  and  1,565  half-days  to  treatment. 

11,000  attendances  were  made  by  the  pupils  at  the  treatment  centre  at  the  Clinic. 

Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects. 

There  were  879  cases  of  Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects  dealt  with  during  the  year.

Heart  Condition  and  Circulation. 

During  the  medical  inspections,  77  cases  of  heart  conditions  came  under  observation,  31  being  classified 
as  Organic  and  46  as  Functional.  There  were  no  cases  of  Anaemia  recorded. 

Other  Defects  and  Diseases. 

977  cases  came  under  observation  during  the  year.  They  comprised  the  following  : Diseases  of  the  Ali- 
mentary tract,  such  as  Stomatitis,  Gastritis,  Enteritis,  Appendicitis,  etc.;  Diseases  of  the  Genito-Urinary  Organs, 
sxich  as  Nephritis,  Cystitis,  Eneuresis,  etc.;  Infectious  Diseases,  Major  Injuries,  Rheumatism,  etc. 

Following  up  and  After  Care. 

1,151  visits  to  homes  of  maintained  Primary  School  pupils  and  720  to  homes  of  maintained  Secondary  School 
pupils  were  made  in  connection  with  after  care. 


TREATMENT. 

Unclear.liness. 

There  is  a.  Cleansing  Station  at  the  Clinic,  and  this  was  utilised  in  27  cases.  In  addition,  28  pupils  wore 
treated  by  Liquid  Derbac  at  Schools. 

It  was  found  possible  to  obtain  the  desired  results  in  the  remainder  of  the  cases  from  treatment  at  home.

Thirteen  sessions  were  given  to  operative  treatment  and  41  operations  were  performed  during  the  year  at 
St.  Woolos  Hospital. 

There  were  423  cases  of  myopia  and  myopic  astigmatism. 

7 had  a total  error  of  over  2 dioptres. 

53  had  a total  error  of  between  5 and  10  dioptres. 

187  had  a total  error  of  between  2 and  5 dioptres. 

176  had  a total  error  of  between  0 and  2 dioptres. 

As  far  as  possible  all  myopes  are  re-examined  at  12  monthly  intervals,  and  special  attention  paid  to  those 
cases  which  show  a.  definite  tendency  to  increase.  Cases  with  over  10  dioptres  and  progressing  are  advised  re 
special  training. 

There  were  882  cases  of  hypermetropia  a.nd  hypermetropic  astigmatism. 

2 had  a total  error  of  over  10  dioptres. 

151  had  a total  error  of  between  5 and  10  dioptres.

Orthoptic  Treatment. 

Miss  Potter,  who  was  appointed  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  on  10th  August,  1953,  resigned  on  20th 

November,  1954.  She  worked  under  the  direction  of  the  Ophthalmic  Surg'eon  and  gave  nine  sessions  per  week 

at  the  School  Clinic,  the  remaining  two  sessions  being*  allocated  to  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital.  During  the  period 
1st  January  to  20  November,  Miss  Potter  held  365  sessions  and  dealt,  with  330  children.  The  following  is  her

The  operations  were  performed  at  St.  Woolos  Hospital  by  Mr.  Sutton,  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Surgeou. 

In  addition  54  cases  were  treated  other  than  through  the  Education  Committee’s  arrangements. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1954,  the  waiting  list  for  operations  for  the  removal  of  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  was  77 
and  there  were  535  cases  on  the  observation  list. 

Ear  Diseases  and  Defective  Hearing. 

503  cases  of  ear  diseases  and  def  ective  hearing  were  treated  at  the  Clinic  and  59  elsewhere. 

Aural  Clinic 

This  Aural  Clinic  is  held  for  the  purpose  of  treating  chronic  ear  conditions  with  a view  to  the  prevention  of 
deafness  and  45  sessions  were  held  by  Mr.  D.  B.  Sutton  and  Mr.  J.  L.  D.  Williams,  the  Aural  Surgeons,  during 

the  year  under  review. 

392  children  were  examined  and  the  sources  from  which  they  came  are  as  follows : Maintained  Primary 

Schools,  284;  Maintained  Secondary  Schools,  97;  St.John’s  Day  Special  School,  2;  Nursery  Schools,  2. 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Dept.,  6;  Special  Schools,  0;  Private  Schools,  1. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  made  at  the  Clinics  by  these  children  was  797  and  in  addition  2 special 
cases  were  ’examined. 
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I lie  detects  included  acute  and  chronic  otitis  media,  suppurative  and  catarrhal,  and  deafness,  and  were 
dealt  with  as  recommended  hy  the  Aural  Surgeons. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  Aural  Surgeons  also  examined  9 children  for  tonsillectomy  as  to  necessity 
and  urgency  in  respect  of  operative  treatment. 

Ascertainment  of  Defective  Hearing. 

1 he  Audiometrician  visited  schools  and  tested  by  gramophone  audiometer  2,511  children.  Of  these  172  were 
iouml  to  have  some  detect  of  hearing  and  were  then  referred  to  the  Deputy  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  for 
further  examination  and  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  his  recommendations.

Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects. 

During  the  year  8 Maintained  Primary  School  pupils  and  2 Maintained  Secondary  School  pupils 
received  operative  treatment  at  the  Prince  of  Wales  Orthopaedic  Hospital.  Cardiff,  and  1 Maintained  Secondary 
School  pupil  at  Sr.  Lawrence  Hospital,  Chepstow,  and  468  pupils  were  given  massage  or  fitted  with  appliances, 
at  tlie  Orthopaedic  Clinic  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department. 

1 .920  attendances  were  made  by  the  pupils  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  for  massage  and  exercises. 

Heart  Conditions. 

This  type  of  case  is  usually  referred  to  the  private  practitioner  for  the  appropriate  treatment,  and  where 
necessary  recommendations  are  made  for  admission  to  special  residential  schools,  especially  in  rheumatic  cases, 
after  consultation  with  the  own  doctor. 


Tuberculosis. 

Excellent  co-operation  is  still  maintained  with  the  local  Chest  Physicians  to  whom  suspected  cases  are  re- 
ferred at  the  Chest  Clinic. 
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Annual  School  Dental  Report  for  Year  1954. 

In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1954 — the  figures  as  supplied  to  the  Ministry  of  Education 
being  seen  in  Table  V — it  will  be  noticed  that  there  ha.ve  been  changes  in  the  staff.  However,  despite  this, 
progress  has  been  made,  more  children  have  received  a dental  examination  at  school,  and  an  Orthodontic  Service 
has  been  started  at  the  Clinic. 

Staff. 


One  of  the  Dental  Officers  resigned  to  take  another  post  and  two  of  the  attendants  left.  Complete  replace- 
ments were  made  as  will  be  seen  at  the  beginning  of  Report. 

Inspections. 

The  total  number  of  children  inspected  during  the  year  was  16,513,  an  increase  of  3,125  over  the  previous 

year. 


Children  inspected  are  divided  into  '2  groups. 

(a)  Those  receiving  periodic  inspections  in  school,  and 

(b)  Those  having  a special  examination  at  the  Clinic. 

(a)  Periodic  Inspections. 

During  the  year  41  schools  involving  47  departments  were  visited  for  a routine  dental  inspection  when  a 
total  of  13,303  children  were  examined.  This  represents  a dental  inspection  of  81.2%  of  the  school  population 
and  compares  very  favourably  with  an  inspection  of  63.8%  for  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  13,303  inspected  in  schools  7,828  or  60.2%  were  referred  to  the  Clinic  for  treatment. 


(b)  Special  Inspections. 

The  total  number  of  children  referred  by  parents,  teachers,  doctors  and  nurses  for  special  inspection  at 
the  Clinic  was  3,510  which  is  an  increase  of  336  on  the  previous  year.  Under  this  group  come  children  due  to 
ha.ve  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  operations,  since  all  must  be  made  dentally  fit  for  operation. 


Treatment. 

A total  of  1,565  sessions  were  devoted  to  treatment  at  the  Clinic,  when  11,000  attendances  were  made  by 
6,915  school  children. 

The  total  number  of  teeth  extracted  was  11,720,  2,103  permanent  and  9,617  temporary  teeth.  This  is  an 
increase  on  last  year’s  figures  of  1,592  teeth  extracted — mainly  temporary  teeth — and  is  due  to  a greater  propor- 
tion of  children  attending  infant  schools  receiving  a dental  inspection. 

Proportionately  there  is  a reduction  in  the  number  of  fillings  found  on  inspection  and  treated.  This  year 
4,158  permanent  and  26  temporary  fillings  were  inserted. 


For  the  purpose  of  extraction  of  teeth  5,850  general  anaesthetics  were  administered,  261  sessions  being 
devoted  for  this  purpose. 


Artificial  Dentures  and  Orthodontic  Treatment. 

During  the  year  41  dentures,  involving  64  teeth,  were  inserted  to  replace  front  teeth  lost  by  accident  or 
decay.  This  is  an  increase  on  last  year  of  9 dentures. 

To  supply  a great  need  a start  was  made  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year  to  give  orthodontic  treatment,  other 
than  by  judicious  extraction  of  teeth  as  done  formerly  and  still  carried  out,  by  means  of  removable  appliances. 
During  this  period  6 such  appliances  were  inserted. 


By  this  means  it  is  hoped  to  correct  many  simple  irregularities  of  the  teeth  and  thus  improve  the 
appearance  and  efficiency  of  the  mouths  of  children  so  affected.  This  form  of  treatment  having  been  so  much  in 
demand  has  already  necessitated  forming  a waiting  list  of  names,  otherwise  it  would  seriously  encroach  on  the 
time  required  for  the  other  forms  of  treatment. 

Dental  Caries 

Previous  to  the  last  war  no  figures  were  available  for  comparison  to  indicate  the  state  of  the  teeth  of 
school  children.  The  Ministry  of  (Education  with  a view  to  rectifying  this  for  the  future  suggested  an  annual 
survey  with  special  reference  to  the  5 year  old  children  As  in  previous  years  this  special  examination  was  given 
to  a group  of  5 year  olds  in  Newport  Schools. 
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Out  of  the  545  children  examined  this  year  only  88  were  found  to  be  free  from  dental  caries,  and  the  total 
number  of  decayed,  filled  and  missing  teeth  (extracted)  was  2,368.  This  represents  only  16.1%  of  the  5 year 
olds  free  from  dental  caries,  and  gives  an  average  figure  of  4.3  teeth  per  child  examined  showing  the  presence 
of  decay,  teeth  already  filled  or  missing. 

For  comparison  the  figures  are  tabled  to  show  this  and  last  year’s  and  the  figures  for  the  year  1950,  when 
the  survey  was  started  in  Newport.

The  above  figures  make  unpleasant  reading  in  that  they  indicate  the  teeth  of  the  5 year  old  children  of 
Newport  are  more  liable  to  dental  decay  than  formerly. 

The  Ministry  of  Education  who  received  figures  from  various  parts  of  the  country  will  no  doubt  be  giving 
a report,  on  this  subject  in  their  publication  “ The  Health  of  the  School  Child,’’  and  it  will  be  of  interest  to  read 
their  findings  and  comments,  and  see  how  the  figures  for  Newport  compare  with  the  rest  of  the  country. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  as  part  of  dental  health  propaganda,  one  of  the  Dental  Officers  attended  the 
Odeon  Cinema  in  Newport  on  a.  Saturday  morning  to  give  a.  short  talk  to  the  children  on  the  “ Care  of  Teeth 
following  the  showing  of  a dental  health  film. 


Dental  X-Rays. 

As  in  former  years  where  it  was  found  necessary  to  have  an  x-ray  picture  taken  of  the  teeth  and  associated 
parts.  patients  were  referred  to  the  local  Hospital.  As  however,  a film  is  not  allowed  to  leave  the  Hospital,  but 
only  a report  on  the  conditions  found,  this  arrangement  is  not  very  satisfactory.  Many  conditions  are  such  that 
subsequent  treatment  can  only  be  carried  out  with  the  film  on  view  at  time  of  the  operation. 


In  conclusion  grateful  thanks  are  again  extended  to  all  members  of  the  teaching,  medical  and  dental  staffs 

for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  among  school  pupils  was  780  made  up  as  fol- 
lows; Scarlet  Fever  96,  Diphtheria  0,  Measles  12,  German  Measles  14,  Whooping  Cough  190,  Chicken  Pox  366, 
Mumps  100,  Poliomyelitis  2. 

Diphtheria  immunisations  during  the  year  totalled  163,  and  in  addition  1,080  pupils  received  boosting 

doses. 

Open  Air  Classes. 

These  classes  were  held  for  the  thirty-fifth  year  in  succession. 

At  St.  Julian’s  Primary  School  there  was  an  averag’e  of  36  on  the  register  and  an  average  of  30  was  main- 
tained through  the  year. 

Jhe  Tredegar  Park  Open  Air  Class  opened  on  the  14tli  June  with  22  pupils  and  closed  on  1st  October. 
I here  was  an  average  of  26  on  the  register  and  an  average  attendance  of  22  was  maintained. 

The  mid-day  meals  for  the  classes  were  provided  by  the  School  Meals  Service  from  School  Canteens. 

Physical  Education. 

rj  he  following  is  an  abridged  joint  report  on  Physical  Education  for  the  year  1954  by  Miss  M.  Delhanty 
and  Mr.  R.  H.  Diaper. 
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Physical  Education  Report  1954. 

In  many  ways  1954  has  been  a progressive  year  both  in  respect  of  the  provision  of  equipment  and 
developing  interest  of  teachers  and  children  in  physical  education. 

Additional  apparatus  including  portable  climbing  apparatus  has  been  supplied  to  schools  by  the  Education 
Committee  and  it  is  hoped  that,  by  next  year  every  school  will  possess  some  form  of  large  equipment.  This  to- 
gether with  the  light  equipment  provides  a complete  range  of  challenges  to  the  children  exercising'  all  main 
muscle  groups,  maintaining  joint  mobility,  developing  initiative  and  co-ordination  and  so  helps  to  develop  a 

physically  harmonious  being. 

The  heaving  frames  are  particularly  important  for  strengthening  the  arms,  shoulder  girdle  and  dorsal 
region.  They  provide  opportunities  for  lateral  abdominal  movements  and  above  all  for  stretching  the  spine. 

External  store  sheds  which  have  been  erected  in  school  playgrounds  will  be  very  valuable  in  assisting  the 
organisation  and  use  of  apparatus. 

It  is  pleasing  to  see  that  more  children  are  wearing  gymnastic  shoes  for  their  activity  lessons  and  that  a 
greater  attempt  is  being  made  by  parents  to  provide  these.  Children  are  being  trained  to  be  more  foot  conscious 
and  more  appreciative  of  freedom  of  movement.  This  progressive  attitude  towards  changing  into  suitable  clothing 
has  been  developed  further  in  that  some  schools  have  made  considerable  effort  to  make  attractive  uniform  for 

school  girls  teams. 

Courses  and  additional  instructional  classes  for  teachers  and  pupils  have  been  arranged  during  the  year. 
In  addition  the  Education  Committee  have  assisted  teachers  who  have  attended  courses  organised  by  external 

l>o  dies. 


One  teacher  has  gained  entrance  to  a Physical  Education  College  to  complete  a third  year  specialist 

training. 

The  courses  organised  by  the  Education  Committee  have  included  instruction  in  the  coaching  of  athletics 
and  tennis  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  J.  Alford,  Welsh  A. A. A.  Coach  and  Mr.  D.  Hughes,  Tennis  Coach 

C.C.P.R. 


In  Xovember  a course  on  the  teaching  and  umpiring  of  netball  was  arranged. 

Instructional  films  oil  swimming  and  movement  training  were  shown  to  groups  of  teachers  and  throughout 
the  year  demonstration  lessons  in  physical  education  have  been  arranged  in  schools. 

This  is  indicative  of  the  interest  of  teachers  in  physical  education  and  subsequently  of  progressive  teaching 

methods. 

SWIMMING. 


Excellent  progress  has  been  achieved  in  this  sphere  of  physical  education  particularly  in  respect  of  the 
number  of  children  who  have  been  taught  to  swim.  Although  it  is  pleasing  to  note  successes  in  the  field  of  com- 
petition the  main  aim  has  been  to  encourage  a love  of  swimming  as  a means  of  personal  enjoyment.  However, 
viewing  the  sport  from  a more  practical  side  it  is  satisfying  to  have  seen  such  progress  made  in  the  number  of 
Royal  Life  Saving  Society  awards  gained. 

Despite  the  restriction  of  primary  schools’  swimming  to  the  summer  months  the  standard  of  swimming 
has  remained  high.  A new  scheme  has  been  proposed  for  swimming  instruction  in  primary  schools  and  is  expected 
to  come  into  operation  during  the  summer  term  of  1955.  The  basis  of  the  scheme  is  that  children  in  the  primary 
schools  should  attend  the  baths  for  fifteen  consecutive  half  hour  sessions  over  a period  of  three  weeks  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  scheme  will  produce  an  even  greater  number  of  swimmers  than  in  previous  years,  but  with  less 
interference  with  the  school’s  administration.

Competitive  Swimming 

Many  primary  and  secondary  schools  held  swimming  galas  during  the  summer  term  and  more  encouraging 
than  file  high  standard  of  swimming  produced,  was  the  improved  number  of  entries  for  most  events. 

The  primary  schools  held  their  annual  swimming  gala  in  June,  whilst  the  secondary  schools  as  in  the 
previous  years  held  their  event  in  October. 

A representative  team  of  42  swimmers,  15  girls  and  27  boys  travelled  to  Cheltenham  in  July  to  compete  in 
the  ninth  Annual  Inter-Cities  Swimming  Gala  and  against  strong  opposition  was  placed  third. 

In  September  Newport  and  Cardiff  schools  held  combined  trials  at  Newport  for  the  purpose  of  submitting 
swimmers’  names  for  inclusion  in  the  divisional  team  to  compete  in  the  English  Schools  Championships  held  at 
Lancaster  in  October.  As  a result  of  the  time  trials  2 boys  and  1 girl  from  Newport  were  selected. 

GAMES  REPORTS. 

Bad  weather  affecting*  pitches  has  seriously  hampered  winter  games  but  in  spite  of  difficulties  g-ood  results 
have  been  obtained. 

Hockey 

Unfortunately  little  progress  is  being  made  with  hockey  as  this  field  game  more  than  all  others  depends 
upon  the  pitch  being  in  a satisfactory  condition.  The  weather  during  the  hockey  season  was  very  bad  and  as  a 
result  the  rally  and  most  school  matches  were  cancelled. 

Netball 

A high  standard  is  being  maintained  in  the  Secondary  Grammar  Schools* — all  schools  partaking  in  inter- 
school  matches.  Town  teams  were  selected  in  October  to  represent  Newport  at  a South  Wales  Rally  held  in 
Llanelly.  As  a result  of  the  Rally  five  Newport  players  were  selected  to  play  for  South  Wa.les. 

The  Secondary  Schools  VII  and  reserves  attended  weekly  coaching  sessions  and  additional  inter-area 
matches  a.re.  being  arranged. 

Tennis 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  more  Secondary  Schools  are  teaching  tennis  as  a major  summer  game  — the 
particular  value  being  that  it  provides  opportunities  for  girls  and  boys  to  enjoy  tennis  as  a social  recreative 
activity. 

Rounders 

Rounders  was  taught  in  all  Secondary'  Girls’  Schools  and  inter-school  matches  were  played. 

Association  Football 

A total  of  thirty  schools  (ten  secondary  schools  and  twenty  primary  schools)  were  affiliated  to  the  Newport 
and  District  Schools’  Football  Association. 

Following  a.  full  season  of  inter-school  matches  played  on  Saturday  mornings  three  cup  competitions  were 
held  with  the  following  results:  — 

Secondary  Schools  A (under  15):  Father  Hill  Secondary  School. 

Secondary  Schools  B.  (under  13) : Brynglas  and  St.  Andrew’s  Secondary  Schools  (Joint  holders). 
Primary  Schools:  St.  Andrew’s  Junior  School. 
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Sixteen  inter-town  matches  were  played  and  for  tire  season  1953-54,  the  Town  -Junior  Tea.m  became  joint 
holders  with  Cardiff  of  the  Yeoman  Trophy. 

Rugby  Football 

1 he  weather  conditions  seriously  curtailed  the  activities  of  the  Schools’  Rugby  Union.  Inter-school  and 
inter-team  games  were  played  on  a friendly  basis  and  generally  the  standard  of  play  was  most  satisfactory.  In 
particular  the  Newport  Schools’  team’s  first  fixture  with  the  Middlesex  Schools’  team  at  Newport  proved  to  be 

most  successful. 

Several  Newport  boys  were  selected  to  represent  Monmouthshire  and  two  were  further  selected  to^  appear  in 
the  Welsh  Schoolboys’  international  trials. 

Cricket 

During  the  year  twenty  primary  schools  and  eleven  secondary  schools  took  part  in  the  Newport  Schools’ 
Cricket  Association’s  programme  of  friendly  matches  on  Saturday  mornings,  all  except  two  schools  playing  their 

matches  on  the  public  parks. 

A serious  lack  of  playing  pitches  precludes  the  formation  of  a Secondary  Schools’  “B”  section.  It  is  hoped 
that  in  the  near  future,  grounds  at  three  post  war  schools  " ill  be  ready  for  use  and  will  permit  an  expansion  of 
the  Cricket  Association’s  programme. 

Eleven  boys  qualified  for  Town  badges. 

Baseball 

A total  of  twenty  schools  took  part  in  the  various  competitions  and  activities  organised  by  the  Newport 
Schools  Baseball  Association.  Despite  having  to  abandon  a large  number  of  matches  as  a.  result  of  weather 
conditions  the  two  Cup  competitions  were  completed  with  the  following  results:  — 

The  Fussell  Cup  (Secondary  Schools)  won  by  Father  Hill  Secondary  School. 

The  Peter  Freeman  Cup  (Primary  Schools)  won  by  Ma.lpas  Church-in- Wales  School. 

Two  inter-town  fixtures  were  arranged  with  Cardiff  Senior  Schoolboys,  each  team  winning  its  home  match 
with  the  result  that  the  Coronation  Cup  was  retained  by  Cardiff. 

A Junior  fixture  played  with  Cardiff  was  lost. 

Atheltics 

Primary  Schools 

Following  the  organisation  of  each  school’s  own  Sports  Meeting,  the  Primary  Schools’  Sports  Association 
held  its  Annual  Sports  Meeting  at  the  Newport  Athletic  grounds  on  the  evening  of  19th  July  and  the  afternoon 
20th  July,  at  which  the  primary  schools  were  well  represented  by  900  boys  and  girls  whose  ages  ranged  from 
seven  to  eleven  years.  The  programme  contained  thirty  two  events  including  running,  jumping,  throwing, 
obstacle  and  novelty  events.  To  prevent  children  from  being  subjected  to  undue  strain,  they  were  limited  to 
competing  in  not  more  than  two  individual  events  and  one  team  event. 

The  success  of  the  meeting  was  due  to  the  enthusiastic  co-operation  of  a great  number  of  teachers  assisted 

by  members  of  the  W.A.A.A. 

Secondary  Schools 

The  Newport  Secondary  Schools  Amateur  Athletic  Association,  formed  in  1953  held  its  first  Annual 
Athletics  Championships  in  1954  and  very  gratifying  results  were  obtained.  Full  support  was  given  by  the 
schools  participating  and  the  large  number  of  entries  and  ‘standards’  gained  augurs  well  for  the  future.

Girls  and  Boys  from  an  increasing  number  of  Secondary  Schools  entered  the  Monmouthshire  and  Welsh 
A. A. A.  Championships  where  many  gained  places  and  standards. 
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Basketball 

The  game  of  basketball  is  becoming  increasingly  popular  in  the  Secondary  Schools  and  it  is  hoped  that 
following  the  provision  of  the  necessary  equipment,  and  courses  both  for  boys  and  teachers  in  1955  the  game  will 
achieve  a sta.tus  closer  to  that  enjoyed  by  the  longer  established  field  games. 

Such  good  progress  in  all  branches  of  physical  education  is  the  result  of  the  enthusiasm  and  hard  work  of 
a great  number  of  people.  We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  their  co-operation.

Provision  of  f/ieaSs. 

The  number  of  meals  served  to  children  in  Newport  Schools  during  the  year  was  869,620  compared  with 
861,501  during'  the  previous  year. 

Mid-day  meals  were  supplied  in  31  canteens  of  which  16  were  self-contained  and  15  to  which  meals  were 
delivered  from  other  kitchens.  Ten  nursery  classes  also  received  meals. 

During-  the  year,  a.  total  of  2,769,136  one-third  pint  bottles  of  milk  were  consumed  compared  with  2,582,153 
bottles  during  the  previous  year.

Every  encouragement  is  given  to  parents  to  be  present  at  the  examination  of  their  children,  and  they 
respond  well.

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As  there  is  no  Child  Guidance  Clinic  in  Newport,  22  Maladjusted  children  were  referred  to  the  Psychia- 
trist at  St.  Cadoc’s  Hospital  for  examination  and  report,  and  6 of  these  were  recommended  for  admission  to  a 
Residential  School  for  Maladjusted  Children.  My1  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  King  and  the  Medical  Staff  at 
St.  Cadoc’s  Hospital  for  their  valuable  co-operation  and  help.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  year  1955,  the  Consultant 
Psychiatrist  will  be  able  to  arrange  this  specialist  clinic  for  school  children  at  the  School  Clinic,  instead  of  the 
children  being  referred  to  the  Hospital. 

During  the  year  6 children  were  notified  to  the  Mental  Health  Committee  under  Section  57  (3)  aud  8 child- 
ren under  Section  57  (5)  of  the  Education  Act,  1944. 

The  alterations  to  St.  John’s  School  were  completed  during  the  year  and  the  school  is  now  equipped  to  take 
children  from  age  7 — 10  years.  The  total  accommodation  is  for  160  children.  A physical  examination  of  all 
children  attending  St.  John’s  School  was  carried  out  during  the  year.

Nursery  Schools. 

There  are  ten  Nursery  Schools  with  a total  accommodation  for  300  children.  Responsibility  for  the  medical 
examination  was  assumed  by  the  School  Health  Service  on  1st  April,  1947. 

During-  the  year  425  children  were  examined  at  the  Nursery  Schools  as  a routine  procedure.  These  children 
are  normally  examined  four  times  in  the  course  of  a year  and  many  of  these  children  are  re-examined.  272  re- 
examinations were  made,  making  a total  of  697  examinations.
